Poundstone Rock:

This work extend#d the deep drag of 85 feet, more or less, over the
50 fathoms turve and as close to Poundstone Rock and the 10 futhom bank
to the northward as possible. Previous drazging here was in 1917 and to
an effective depth of around 25 feet.

Point Léna:
This completes the dra.ging of the shoal area off Point Lena.

It is said Kuriners give this point u wide berth due to some kelp
seen there at times. However, this survey shows no unknown dangers there,
and this kelp must have been floating.
